Initial  boundaries  have  been  proposed 
for  a  Residential  Permit  Parking  (RPP) 
zone  around  S.F.  General  Hospital. 

More  than  40  neighbors  of  the  hospital 
met  July  14  in  the  latest  of  monthly 
meetings  hosted  by  the  facility  to  dis- 
cuss neighborhood  concerns.  The  group 
accepted  the  plan  in  concept,  with  de- 
tails to  be  ironed  out  at  subsequent  meet- 
ings. 

The  Residential  Permit  Parking  pro- 
gram, now  in  effect  with  90,000  partici- 
pants in  22  areas  of  the  city,  seeks  to 
ameliorate  the  parking  situation  in 
problem  areas  by  restricting  non-residents 
to  one  or  two-hour  limits. 

A  smnll  group  of  volunteers  is  workinf; 

up  the  details  for  the  zone  shown  in  the 
map  on  this  page  which  may  in  final  form 
be  extended  west  to  Alabama  Street. 
The  group  is  writing  up  a  petition  to  be 
circulated  to  residents  of  the  area.  Fifty 
percent  or  250  residents  must  sign  peti- 
tions for  the  plan  to  be  put  in  effect.  The 
next  SFGH/neighborhood  meeting  has 
been  set  for  Sept.  15.

As  they  have  so  many  times  in  the 
past  the  budget  magicians  at  City  Hall 
have  pulled  the  rabbit  out  of  the  hat, 
putting  an  end,  at  least  for  a  while,  to

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the  crisis  in  funding  some  necessary 
government  services. 

In  the  past  they  have  "found"  money 
tucked  away  in  reserve  funds  in  the  air- 
port exchequer,  and  various  other  nooks 
and  crannies,  to  enable  them  to  avert 
mass  layoffs  of  city  employees. 


The  1994  version  of  this  magic  act  was 
displayed  at  the  July  18  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  when  at  that  time, 
in  response  to  strong  public  protests, 
cuts  in  the  Health  Department  budget 
that  had  threatened  to  deprive  pooi-  and 
uninsured  Potrero  Hill  and  Bayview  resi- 
dents of  dental  care  services  at  the 
neighborhood  Health  Centers,  were  re- 
stored. Some  S:J50,flOO  of  the  funds 
comes  from  Fire  Department  funds,  and 
about  SI  million  will  come  from  pro- 
perty tax  revenue  allotted  to  the  Housing 
Authority. 

On  a  9  -  2  vote  the  Board  adopted  the 
budget  totalling  S2.8  billion  dollars  for 
Fiscal  Year  1994-1995.  Other  proposed 
cuts  in  services  that  were  restored  in- 
clude temporary  funding  for  drug-treat- 
ment programs,  about  $400,000  through 
September.  It  is  hoped  that  further 
funding  from  the  federal  government  for 
substance  abuse  services  will  be  forth- 
coming. If  not.  the  city  has  set  aside 
$1  million  from  a  reserve  account  to  keep 
these  programs  open  through  February, 
1955.  Despite  the  partial  restorations, 
the  City  Health  Department  budget  will 
still  fall  $1.5  million  short  of  its  antici- 
pated needs. 

The  Board  increased  parking  meter 
fines  from  $20  to  $25,  and  cut  one  per- 


cent from  the  salary  budgets  lor  must 
city  departments. 

Supervisor  Terence  Hallinan  has  pro- 
posed an  increase  in  the  payroll/gross 
receipts  tax  on  businesses  with  payrolls 
of  more  than  $166,000  a  year,  amount- 
ing to  a  total  of  approximately  $10 
million  a  year.  Supervisor  Uiilie  Kennedy 
has  offered  a  1  percent  employee  license 
fee  on  salaries  of  all  workers  in  the  cit\. 
estimated  to  bring  in  $175  million  u  year. 

A  major  source  of  funding  for  the 
budget,  expected  to  supply  $9.6  million 
in  revenue,  is  the  proposed  doubling  of 
the  real  property  transfer  tax  from  S5 
to  $10  per  thousand  dollars  of  value  of 
the  property  at  the  time  of  sale.  Tx- 
empted  from  this  increase  would  be 
first-time  buyers  and  properties  selling! 
for  less  than  S250.000.  The  Supervisors 
cannot  vote  on  this  measure  until  August 
29,  Six  voles  are  required  for  passage; 
Alioto,  Bierman.  Hallinan,  Shieti.  Leal, 
and  Migden  have  indicated  the\  support 
it.  Conroy,  Kaufman.  Kennedy  and  Ma- 
her  oppose  it,  wliile  Shelley  has  not  taken 
a  position.  If  Mayor  Frank  Jordan  vetoes 
the  measure,  four  votes  will  be  enough 
to  sustain  the  veto. 

It  is  expected  that  pro  and  con  forces 
will  be  mobilized  in  the  coming  month 
to  exert  pressure  on  the  Ma\or  and  the 
Board. 
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Journalistic  Independence 


A  number  of  years  ago.  when  representatives  of  some  of  the  City's  neighborhood 
newspapers  decided  to  form  an  organization,  we  on  the  Potrero  View  wore  invited  to 
join.  We  remember  attending  one.  preliminary  meeting  --  at  which  other  editors 
said  that  by  working  together  the  papers  could  share  stories,  seek  major  advertisers, 
and  possibly  lower  printing  costs  by  "brokering"  all  the  papers  as  a  group.  It  was 
during  the  discussion  of  that  last  item  —  printing  —  that  we  on  The  View  learned 
that  some  other  members  of  that  incipient  alliance  clearly  did  not  share  our  commit- 
ment to  liave  our  printing  done  by  a  union  shop.  That,  as  well  as  our  belief  that 
different  neighborhoods  have  different  problems  and  priorities,  and  sharing  coverage 
could  compromise  eacli  unique  journalistic  perspective,  made  the  decision  an  easy 
one  for  us.  The  San  Francisco  Neighborhood  Newspaper  Assn.  might  go  ahead  with 
its  plans,  but  without  The  Potrero  View. 

Recent  revelations  show  that  the  Neighborhood  Newspaper  Assn.  has  been  a  key 
target  of  advertising  and  stories  from  the  Committee  on  JOBS.  This  is  a  contro- 
versial lobbying  front  for  some  of  the  city's  major  corporations  that  has  put  its 
weight  behind  attempts  to  change  the  City  Charter  to  increase  the  power  of  the 
mayor  and  to  undercut  the  power  of  city  commissions  and  city  workers.  These  re- 
velations only  serve  to  reaffirm  our  decision  to  remain  outside  that  organization. 

This  month,  The  View  marks  24  years  since  its  first  issue  back  in  August,  1970, 
making  us  the  oldest  neighborhood  monthly  in  the  city.  We  like  to  believe  that  one 
of  the  many  things  that  has  helped  us  achieve  that  ripe  old  age  is  our  journalistic 
independence.  The  View  is  not  associated  with  or  part  of  any  other  organization  or 
institution,  either  on  or  off  the  Hill. 

We  try  to  balance  the  needs  of  our  community  and  the  needs  of  the  city  as  a  whole. 
And  while  we  advocate  in  our  editorial  columns  the  preservation  and  increase  of 
services  to  our  neighborhood  we  also  believe  strongly  in  the  need  for  fair  compensa- 
tion and  dignified  treatment  by  the  city  workers  who  provide  these  services.

Seven  Potrero  Hill  community  activists,  including  The  View's  editor  Ruth  Passen 
were  honored  by  the  San  Francisco  Foundation,  which  bestowed  the  prestigious 
Daniel  E.  Koshland  Civic  Unity  Award  on  them.  Other  honorees  were:  Jon  Greenberg 
co-director  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Recreation  Center:  Barbara  Gregory,  parent  liaison 
worker  at  Starr  King  Elementary  School;  Jack  Jacqua.  counselor  ai"  the  Omega  Boys' 
Club;  Enola  D.  Maxwell,  director  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House;  John 
Murphy,  family  health  worker  and  health  educator  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Health  Center- 
Gus  Portocarrero.  principal  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School. 

OPEN  SPACE  CONTROVERSY: 

A  Potrero  Hill  community  election  to  establish  a  13-member  board  to  manage  a 
$70,000  land  trust  fund  in  the  neighborhood  was  slated  for  September.  The  fund,  to 
landscape  and  maintain  a  2.5  acre  site  above  the  Parkview  Heights  housing  develop- 
ment and  adjacent  to  Starr  King  School,  was  established  by  the  Barrett  Corp.  as  a 
condition  of  its  permit  to  build  Parkview  Heights.  In  the  meantime,  a  public  meeting 
was  caUed  for  August.  1984  to  discuss  landscaping  plans. 

ANOTHER  HONOR  FOR  VIEW  EDITOR: 

On  the  heels  of  her  receiving  the  Koshland  Award  (above)  Potrero  View  Editor  Ruth 
Passen  was  tapped  for  an  additional  honor  —  a  major  fundraising  dinner  for  the 
Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House  ("Nabe")  in  her  honor.  The  dinner  in  September  was 
to  mark  Passen's  1  Uth  anniversary  working  at  the  Nabe  and  to  commemorate  the 
View,  even  then,  in  its  15th  year  of  publication,  the  oldest  neighborhood  newspaper 
in  San  Francisco. 

MISSION  BAY  DEVELOPMENT  AGREEMENT: 

After  nearly  two  years  of  controversy,  a  major  agreement  between  city  officials  and 
Santa  Fe-Southern  Pacific  on  development  of  the  Mission  Bay  land  —  at  least  in 
concept  ~  was  announced.

Mike  Pechner.  Associated  Press;  and  Paul  Kleyman,  covering  the  event  for  a  health 
care  magazine.

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OMEGA  CO-FOUNDER  SAYS: 


Achieving  Peace  in  tlie'l-lood 
Tal<es  Outside  Involvement

"Seven  years  ago.  Jack  Jacqua  and  1 
decided  that  enough  was  enough,"  Omega 
Boys  Club  co-founder  Joe  Marshall,  a  re- 
cent Mac  Arthur  Foundation  award 
winner,  told  San  Francisco's  Common- 
wealth Club  July  15.  The  two  mon.  at 
that  time  both  working  at  the  Polrero 
Hill  Middle  School,  "were  going  to  more 
funerals  llian  graduations,"  Marshall  re- 
called. 

When  Marshall  had  finished  speaking 
to  the  downtown  luncheon,  one  question- 
er from  the  audience  asked.  "Have  you 
Imd  to  attend  funerals  for  any  Omega 
Club  members?"  And  when  Marshall  re- 
plied, "no,"  he  received  the  heartiest 
applause  of  the  day. 

For  the  young  people  who  make  up 
the  Omega  membership  today,  things 
are  very  different  than  decades  ago, 
Marshall  stressed  to  the  Commonwealth 
Club  attendees.  Among  these  differences, 
he  emphasized,  are  "lack  of  employment 
opportunities  for  young  people,  making 
it  difficult  to  gel  a  stake  in  the  work 
ethic;  the  presence  of  high  powered 
assault  weapons  on  the  street  {it's 
easier  for  a  kid  to  get  a  gun  than  a  book); 
and  the  spread  of  crack  cocaine." 

Crack,  the  Omega  co-founder  said,  "is 
unlike  any  drug  ever  seen.  It  undermines 
all  values,  all  community  support  sys- 
tems and  all  family  support  systems. 
Crack  stopped  some  African  American

women  from  mothering  their  children, 
and  even  slavery  didn't  do  thai." 

Marshall,  who  had  just  returned  from 
a  delegation  to  Israel  sponsored  by  the 
Jewish  Community  Relations  Council, 
noted  that  given  the  historic  enmity  be- 
tween the  Arabs  and  Jews,  "for  them  to 
come  together  in  a  peace  effort  is  re- 
markable. Others  in  the  world  want  the 
conflict  to  cease.  Everyone  is  tired  of 
this  madness.  Outside  intervention  goes 
beyond  diplomacy,  because  it  all  hinges 
on  Arafat's  ability  to  provide  for  his 
people.  .  .infrastructure,  roads,  jobs. 
This  will  take  dollars  much  of  the  world 
is  willing  to  provide." 

On  the  other  hand.  Marshall  stressed, 
gangs  like  the  Crips  and  the  Bloods  of 
Los  Angeles  "are  also  ready  for  peace, 
but  unlike  in  the  Mideast,  they're  on 
their  own,  with  no  envoys,  no  funds  for 
jobs,  education  or  infrastructure."  The 
Omegas,  he  said,  "will  do  its  best  to 
achieve  peace  in  the  'hood." 

Asked  how  the  MacArthur  award  — 
$29U,000  over  five  years  —  will  be 
spent,  Marshall  noted,  "I'm  on  leave 
from  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District.  This  way  we  can  make  sure 
the  Omegas  are  here  for  another  five 
years,  so  I  don't  have  to  worry."

What  Changes  in  Store 
For  Southern  Waterfront? 
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By  Ruth  Passen 


A  flurry  of  rent  hikes  has  led  to  con- 
cern by  owners  of  many  small  businesses 
along  the  Lmbarcudero  and  the  southern 
waterfront.  Most  of  the  property  along 
tlie  bay  shoreline  is  owned  by  the  San 
Francisco  Port  Commission,  and  with 
revenues  from  rentals  relatively  low,  the 
Port  is  seeking  to  raise  revenue  by  in- 
creasing rents. 

In  a  complicated  system  of  assessing 
rents,  many  of  the  current  food  service 
and  entertainment  tenants  along  the  bay 
pay  different  rents  plus  a  gross  percent- 
age of  their  sales. 

One  of  the  businesses  worried  about  its 
future  is  Mission  Rock  Resort  (MRR)  at 
817  China  Basin.  It  began  as  a  12'  x  12!' 
fish  bait  boat  rental  shack  more  than  51) 
years  ago.  Later  it  blossomed  as  the 
Mission  Rock  Resort  restaurant  and  bar. 
Originally  built  by  Bill  Puccinelli,  the 
place  was  taken  over  in  the  early  iBSOs 
by  John  Scott,  who  built  onto  the  shack 
and  developed  the  restaurant  business. 
When  Bob  and  Norma  Wahl  took  owner- 
ship in  1975  they  enlarged  the  second 
story  deck  and  turned  it  into  additional 
eating  space  for  a  growing  week-end 
business  attracting  whole  families,  as 
well  as  the  daily  breakfast  and  lunch  din- 
ers. Small  berths  accommodate  more 
than  two  dozen  sailing  vessels. 

The  Wahl  family  faces  a  two-foJd  prob- 
lem: The  Port  has  opened  bidding  for  a 
tenant  for  the  property,  who  will  be  ex- 
pected to  invest  a  large  amount  of  money 
to  upgrade  and  restore  it.  Bidders  "must 
propose  an  amount  to  be  paid  as  mini- 
mum base  rent,  which  is  not  less  than 
$5,000  per  month,"  the  Port's  Request 
for  Proposals  (RFP)  slates.  Bidding 
closes  August  15.  The  Wahls  will  com- 
pete in  the  bidding  but  are  having  trou- 
ble seeking  investors.  To  compound  their 
problems,  a  July  fire  almost  put  MRR  out 
of  business  when  the  upper  deck  bar  and 
restaurant  had  to  close  because  of  the 
damage.  The  Wahls,  however,  continue 
serving  food  and  drinks  on  the  lower 
deck,  using  a  makeshift  barbecue  and 
outdoor  set-up.

Port  Commission  President  Preston 
Cook  told  The  View  that  "the  Port  is 
actively  looking  for  new  tenants  because 
the  place  (MRR)  is  in  a  deteroriated 
condition,  and  the  owners  are  not  paying 
sufficient  rent  nor  maintaining  the  facil- 
ity." He  claimed,  "It's  been  rundown  for 
years.  I  remember  when  it  was  very 
popular  and  crowded  20  years  ago  when 
I  used  to  go  there,"  Cook  said  of  the 
MRR.  "We  would  like  to  see  more  peo- 
ple using  it,  and  if  it  were  fixed  up  and 
brought  up  to  code,  literally  hundreds  of 
people  would  go  there,"  he  said. 

Despite  Cook's  vision  of  the  business, 
customers  still  fill  the  place  on  week- 
ends, both  for  food  and  listening  to  mus- 
ic. 

And  what  does  the  Port  have  in  mind 
for  other  locations  on  the  southern  wat- 
erfront? Mission  Rock  Boatowners 
Assn.  (MRBA)  spokesperson  Jeff  Brown 
believes  that  affordable  bertliing  for 
small  boats  "is  not  a  priority  in  water- 
front development."  The  Port's  RFP, 
however,  states  that  one  of  its  goals  is 
to  improve  MRR's  "physical  condition 
and  appearance,  provide  an  environment 
that  promotes  maritime  life  ...  and  to 
upgrade  the  marina  facilities  while  keep- 
ing them  affordable." 

Referring  to  the  three  marinas  in  San 
Francisco  and  their  small  boat  capabil- 
ities. Brown  pointed  out  that  the  "newest, 
South  Beach  Marina,  built  in  the  early 
1980s  has  20  slips  for  26-foot  boats,  or 
3  percent  of  its  676  slips,  with  a  waiting 
list  of  25  years."  And,  Brown  continued, 
"Pier  39  has  no  slips  under  36  feet,  and 
the  Marina  has  264  slips  for  25-foot  long 
and  under  boats,  37  percent  of  its  706 
slip  total,  with  a  waiting  list  so  long  it  is 
closed." 

At  MRR,  70  percent  of  the  boats  are 
25-foGt  and  under,  and,  with  a  total  of 
32  slips,  there  are  usually  no  vacancies 
and  the  management  does  not  keep  a 
waiting  list,"  Brown  said.  Because  of 
lack  of  spaces  allocated  to  small  boaters, 
Brown  charges  they  are  being  "discrimi- 
nated against."  (Cook,  however,  says  he 
understands  the  need  for  small  sailing 
boats,  canoes  and  kayak  berths  and  that 
the  city's  November  ballot  will  contain  a 
proposition  that,  among  other  things, 
calls  for  a  facility  for  boat  launching 
and  ramp  at  Pier  52.) 

Indeed,  the  burned  out,  deteroriated 
pier  between  the  public  fishing  pier  past 
Mission  Rock  Resort,  and  Crowley  Mar- 
ine Services  at  Pier  54,  could  be  "an 
anchorage  marina  where  40-50  boats 
could  bertli  at  $100  a  month,"  Brown  en- 
visioned. "That  would  bring  S5,000  a 
month  to  the  Port,  and  all  that's  needed 
is  launch  services  currently  unavailable 
here."  Brown  also  pointed  out  that  the 
only  piers  south  of  the  Ferry  Building 
where  boaters  can  sail  right  in,  eat,  then 
leave  is  at  MRR  and  The  Ramp  next 
door.  Brown  pointed  out  that  the  Pier  52 
area  is  Recreation  and  Park  properly, 
and  it  can  only  accommodate  small  boats 
for  launching.

Plastic  Classic  Boat  Race 
Celebrates  First  Decade 


China  Basin's  Bay  View  Boat  Club 
(BVBC)  held  its  10th  and  most  successful 
Plastic  Classic  July  16,  radiating  conviv- 
ial vibes  from  dawn  to  way  past  dusk  up 
and  down  the  coast  south  of  the  Bay 
Bridge. 

There  were  56  vintage  fiberglass  boat^ 
in  nine  divisions  -  from  all  around  the 
bay  and  as  far  distant  as  Stockton-either 
racing  over  an  1 1-nautical  mile  Olympic 
triangle  or  basking  on  moorings  and  dock- 
side  as  judges  marked  scores  in  the  Con- 
cours  d'EIegance.

or  afloat.  By  day.  a  Caribbean  ^.teel 
band  serenaded  the  party,  while  at  night 
the  musical  chores  went  to  a  dance 
combo.  Echoes  of  the  merrymaking 
bounced  off  nearby  Potrero'ilill. 

All  day,  and  much  of  the  evening, 
water-taxis  volunteered  by  members 
carried  crews  and  others  to  boats  anchor- 
ed and  moored  inside  and  outside  the  SP's 
big  railroad  dock. 

For  the  record.  BVBC's  new.  environ- 
mentally demanded  disabled  ramp  got 
its  initial  use  around  midday  as  member 
Michael  Taper,  who  broke  a  fool  in  a 
dock  mishap,  rolled  into  the  club  in  a 
wheelchair.

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Repairs  Shut  3rd  St  Bridge  to  Traffic

The  "Lefty  O'Doul"  (3rd  Street)  Bridge 
has  recently  been  closed  off  nights 
between  9  p.m.  and  6  a.m.  and  motorislb 
are  being  redirected  to  the  Peter  J. 
Maloney  (4th  Street)  Bridge. 

Tlie  Jrd  Street  bridge  has  been  raised 
during  tliese  hours  so  that  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  can  go  about  the 
bu.siness  of  replacing  the  fenders  on 
either  side  of  the  bridge,  which  had 
become  dilapidated.  The  fenders  hold 
navigation  lights  and  serve  to  direct 
boaters  entering  or  leaving  the  channel. 
The  renovations  will  be  complete  by 
August  14.   After  that,  the  bridge  will 
again  be  open  to  nighttime  traffic  —  at 
least,  until  the  next  project. 

The  bridge  itself  is  due  for  a  "lift." 
Built  in  1933,  and  designed  by  Joseph 
B.  Strauss,  who  later  designed  the  Golden 


Gate  Bridge,  this  139  foot  drawbridge 
is  built  on  or  around  landfill.  "It's 
sinking"  says  Jim  Quinn,  who  has  been 
one  of  the  bridge's  tenders  for  16  years. 
The  plan  is  to  raise  the  bridge  by  three 
feet,  a  project  that  could  take  a  year  to 
complete.  Initially  slated  to  begin  this 
year,  the  work  has  been  delayed  so  that 
Cal-Trans  can  proceed  with  its  plan  to 
tear  down  and  re-route  Highway  280 
between  fith  and  4th  Streets.  The  bridge 
will  be  crucial  in  the  transportation  of 
materials  to  and  from  the  roadwork,  and 
so  it  appears  that  it  could  be  several 
years  before  the  work  can  be  done,  "it's 
not  an  emergency,"  said  Quinn  "but  it 
will  have  to  be  done  at  some  point." 

Other  developments  planned  for  the 
area  include  the  impending  restoration 
of  the  area  between  the  3rd  and  4th 
Street  bridges,  which  burned  in  a  fire 
several  years  ago.  According  to  Betty 
BoQtright,  President  of  the  Mission 


Children's  Appointments 
Now  Scheduled  at  SFGH 


The  Children's  Health  Center,  one  of 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital's  busiest 
clinics,  is  introducing  a  new  patient  care 
system  that  should  make  hospital  visits 
more  convenient  and  "user-friendly"  for 
youngsters  and  their  parents,  according 
to  the  clinic  director.  Richard  Brown, 
M.D..  U.C.  San  Francisco,  Professor  of 
Medicine. 

Under  the  new  system,  which  went 
into  effect  July  5.  each  child  will  be 
assigned  a  primary  care  provider  and 
will  have  regularly  scheduled  appoint- 
ments rather  than  make  drop-in  visits 
to  the  clinic.  This  should  reduce  waiting 
times  for  patients  who  previously  could 
spend  up  to  two  hours  in  a  well-child 
clinic  waiting  their  turn. 


Youngsters  will  continue  to  be  refer- 
red to  specialists,  but  the  primary  care 
provider  will  be  responsible  for  following 
their  care. 

In  this  way.  the  child  will  receive 
continuous  care  with  the  same  person 
and  won't  be  likely  to  get  lost  in  the 
system,  says  Dr.  Brown. 

The  clinic,  which  handles  38.000  visits 
a  year,  is  among  the  various  services  in 
the  UCSF  affiliated  hospital  that  are 
revamping  operations  to  accommodate 
the  massive  changes  in  the  health  care 
system  being  considered  at  the  federal, 
state  and  local  levels,  according  to 
hospital  officials. 


Creek  Harbor  Assn,  the  owners  of  the 
China  Basin  Building  plan  to  put  in  new 
docks  and  eating  facilities.  Such  an 
addition  will  appeal  to  the  lunch  crowd, 
and  to  boaters,  says  Quinn.  Himself  a 
long  time  boater,  he  pointed  out  that 
pleasure  boaters  "have  very  few  places 
to  go  in  this  town  where  they  can  tie  up 
and  have  a  meal,  and  just  hang  out." 

On  a  final  note,  the  closing  of  the 
Northern  end  of  Terry  Francois  Way 
(formerly  China  Basin  Street)  at  the 
O'Doul  Bridge  is  permanent.  Now  4th 
Street  will  be  the  northernmost  exit 
off  that  street.  Boatright  explained 
that  the  developers  of  the  future 
"Mission  Bay"  project  have  designated 
that  area  as  a  "wetlands  park,"  and 
although  the  massive  project  is  still 
awaiting  financing  and  permits,  initial 
preparations  in  the  area,  such  as  the 
inception  of  sewer  systems,  are  ready 
to  begin.

The  U.C.  San  Francisco/San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  affiliation  Hgreement, 
which  wab  passed  by  the  S.F.  Health 
Commission  in  January  and  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  ond  the  mayor  in  May. 
was  approved  by  the  U.C.  Board  of  Re- 
gents .July  1  f). 

The  agreement  officially  describes 
and  recognizes  a  partnership  that  began 
in  1873  when  the  university  provided 
medical  staff  to  care  for  patients  and 
brought  its  teaching  program  to  the 
hospital.  The  two  institutions  la^t  sign- 
ed a  formal  affiliation  agreement  in 
1959.  It  is  separate  from  the  contract 
negotiated  every  year  between  the  city 
and  the  university. 

The  contract  describes  what  the  city 
purcliases  from  the  university  in  the  way 
of  services,  according  to  Dr.  Elliot  Rapa- 
port.  UCSF  Associate  Dean  at  SFGH. 
"It  is  a  nuts  and  bolts  document  that  des- 
cribes what  the  city  buys  from  UCSF. 
wliereas  the  affiliation  agreement  is  a 
statement  of  mission  and  responsibilities." 
he  says. 

The  affiliation  agreement  defines  the 
responsibilities  of  tiie  Associate  Dean  of 
the  UCSF  School  of  Medicine  at  SFGH  in 
administering  tlie  university's  medical 
education,  training  and  research  programs, 
explains  Rapaport.  It  describes  the  budget 
process,  deals  with  legal  issues  and  the 
leasing  of  space  by  the  university.  It 
also  described  the  process  by  which  dis- 
putes will  be  resolved,  and  the  issues  of 
reporting,  accountability,  audits,  quality 
improvement,  joint  planning  and  the  like. 

"What  the  affiliation  does  is  to  frame 
our  relationship  better,  to  set  up  a  process 
for  the  future."  said  Richard  Cordova. 
SFGH  Executive  Administrator.  "We 
needed  to  put  this  together  because  we 
stand  together  on  the  brink  of  major 
changes  in  health  care.  We  need  to  be 
ready  as  a  team."

An  exhibition  of  Impressionist  and  Post-lmprcssionist  paintings,  drawings,  prints,  sculpture,  posters,  photographs  and  costumes  of 
the  period  (1864-1901)  are  on  view  through  Jan.  I,  1995  at  the  M.H.  de  Young  Memorial  Museum  in  Golden  Gate  Park.  Most  of  the 
collection  has  been  stored  at  the  Legion  of  Honor,  and  many  have  never  been  seen  before.  Because  major  renovations  at  the 
Legion  have  closed  the  museum  until  1995,  the  curators  decided  to  place  this  collection  on  view  for  the  public  at  the  De  Young. 
Recent  acquisitions  have  been  added  to  the  exhibit  as  well.  The  above  poster  by  Toulouse-Lautrec,  "La  Troupe  de  Mile.  Eglantine" 
is  a  sample  of  the  many  posters  by  artists  during  this  period.
